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Fauci: Vaccinations are ramping up ina glimmer of hope’

The U.S. ramped up CO- 
VID-19 vaccinations in the 
oast few days after a slow- 
er-than-expected start, 
bringing the number of 
shots disoensed to about 4 
million, government health 
officials said Sunday. 

Dr. Anthony Fauci, the na- 
tion's top infectious-disease 
expert, also said on ABC's 
"This Week" that President- 
elect Joe Biden's pledge 
to administer 100 million 
shots of the vaccine within 
his first 100 days in office Is 
achievable. 

And he rejected President 
Donald Trump's false claim 
on Twitter that coronavirus 
deaths and cases in the 
U.S. have been greatly ex- 
aggerated. 

"All you need to do ... Is go 
into the trenches, go into 
the hospitals, go into the in- 
tensive care units and see 
what is happening. Those 
are real numbers, real peo- 
ple and real deaths," Fauci 
said on NBC's "Meet the 
Press.

climbed past 350,000, the 
most of any country, ac-

But he expressed optimism 
that the momentum will 
pick up by mid-January 
and that ultimately the U.S. 
will be vaccinating 1 million 
people a day. Biden's ‘goal 
of vaccinating 100 million 
people in the first 100 days 
is a realistic goal," Fauci 
sald.

Allies 
are pressuring Vice Presi- 
dent Mike Pence to ensure 
Trump's victory in presiding 
over the congressional ses- 
sion. Trump is whipping up 
crowds for a rally in Wash- 
ington. 

But without evidence of 
voter fraud or other prob- 
lems, leading Republicans 
across the nation are join- 
ing Democrats in saying 
there is no reason for the 
federal government to in- 
tervene in what state of- 
ficials have certified were 
freee and fair elections.

WINONA, Texas (AP) — A 
oastor was killed and two 
other people were injured 
in a shooting at an East 
Texas church Sunday after 
the pastor confronted a 
man who had hidden from 
police in the church over- 
night, a local sheriff said. 
Authorities had been using 
dogs and drones to search 
for the man late Saturday 
in woods near Winona fol- 
lowing a car chase, and 
the pastor of the nearby 
Starrville Methodist Church 
discovered him hiding in 
a church bathroom Sun- 
day morning, Smith County 
Sheriff Larry Smith said at a 
news conference. 

Smith said he did not know 
why the man was initially 
being pursued but that the 
license plates on his vehicle 
were “fictitious.” 

The pastor drew a gun and 
ordered the man fo stop, 
Smith said, but the man 
grabbed the weapon and 
began shooting with it. The 
oastor was killed, a second 
person was injured by gun- 
fire and another was hurt in 
a fall. The man then stole 
the pastor's vehicle and 
fled east before being ar- 
rested by deputies in near- 
by Harrison County, Smith 
said. He said the man was 
hospitalized Sunday after-

noon with gunshot wounds 
to his hand, but that it’s un- 
clear when he was shot.

The shooting was report- 
ed around 9:20 a.m., and

Sgt. Larry Christian, of the 
sheriff's office. Smith said 
the pastor, his wife and two 
other people were in the 
church at the time. 

The man appears to have 
taken shelter in the church 
out of convenience and 
there’s nothing fo indicate 
the shooting was motivat- 
ed by religious animus, the 
sheriff said. 

“This is not a church-re-

lated, religion-related of- 
fense,” said Smith. 

Gov. Greg Abbott sent his 
condolences. 

“Our hearts are with the 
victims and the families of 
those killed or injured in this 
terrible tragedy,” he said in 
a statement. 

It’s Unclear exactly when 
the man entered the 
church in Starrville, near Wi- 
nona, about 100 miles (160 


kilometers) east of Dallas. 
Representatives of Starrville 
Methodist could not be 
immediately reached for 
comment. Starrville Meth- 
odist was builf in 1853, ac- 
cording to the Texas State 
Historical Association. 

The shooting came a little 
more than a year after a 
gunman opened fire at a 
church near Fort Worth, kill- 
ing two people before he 
was fatally shot by a con- 
gregart. 

Texas officials hailed the 
congregant’s quick action, 
saying if prevented further 
killing and showed the ef- 
fectiveness of the state’s 
permissive gun laws, includ- 
ing a 2019 measure that af- 
firmed the right of licensed 
handgun holders to carry a 
weapon in places of wor- 
Ship. 

That law was passed in re- 
soonse to the 2017 massa- 
cre at First Baptist Church 
of Sutherland — Springs, 
where a man fatally shot 
more than two dozen peo- 
ple at a Sunday service be- 
fore taking his own life. 
Since then, a cottage in- 
dustry has sprung up in Tex- 
as and other states fo train 
and arm civilians to protect 
their churches using the 
techniques and equioment 
of law enforcement.)

(AP) — Van- 
dals lashed out at the lead-

A profanity di- 
rected at the Republican 
senator was painted under 
the mailbox. 

At House Speaker Nancy 
Pelosi's home in San Fran- 
cisco, someone — spray- 
painted graffiti and left a 
pig's head and fake blood 
on New Year's Day, police 
said. The vandalism was 
reported around 2 a.m. 
Friday, a police statement 
said, and a special investi- 
gations unit is trying to de- 
termine who did it. 

KGO-TV reported that graf- 
fiti found on the garage 
door of the Democratic 
leader's home included 
the phrases “$2K,” “Can- 
cel rent!” and “We want 


after $2,000 relief fails 


everything,” apparently 
referencing Democratic 
lawmakers’ failed efforts to 
increase the coronavirus 
relief checks from $600 to 
$2000. McConnell released 
a statement on Saturday 
condemning the vandal- 
ism at his home in Louisville. 
“I’ve soent my career fight- 
ing for the First Amendment 
and defending peaceful 
orotest,” he stated. “I ap- 
preciate every Kentuck- 
ian who has engaged in 
the democratic process 
whether they agree with 
me or not. This is different. 
Vandalism and the politics 
of fear have no place in 
our society.” 

McConnell said he and his 
wife are not intimidated 
by the vandalism. “We 
just hope our neighbors in 
Louisville aren't too incon- 
venienced by this radical 


tantrum.” Louisville police 
are investigating the inci- 
dent at McConnell's home, 
which occurred around 5 
a.m. Saturday. There cur- 
rently are no suspects, po- 
lice spokesperson Dwight 
Mitchell said in an email. 
On New Year's Day, Senate 
Republicans refused to al- 
low debate over a bill to in- 
crease the amount of CO- 
VID-19 relief. The increase, 
supported by President 
Donald Trump, passed the 
Democratic-led House but 
was blocked by McCon- 
nell. 

The government has be- 
gun sending out the small- 
er payments fo millions 
of Americans. The $600 
payment is going to indi- 
viduals with incomes up 
to $75,000. Congress ap- 
proved the payment in late 
December.)

MADRID (AP) — Blame CO- 
VID-19 travel restrictions 
or Brexit but whatever the 
cause, some British citi- 
zens trying to return to their 
homes in several European 
countries this weekend 
have been barred from 
boarding flights. 

Airlines refused documents 
that before Brexit had 
been valid proof of the Brit- 
ons’ status as residents in 
Spain, Italy and Germany, 
although Spanish authori- 
ties claimed that the issue 
had been resolved by mid- 
Sunday. 

Their ordeal came amid 
heightened travel restric- 
tions due to a coronavi- 
rus variant that has been 
blamed for faster conta- 
gion in the U.K. and high- 
lights the bureaucratic 
complexities resulting from 
Britain's departure from the 
27-nation European Union. 
Both Spanish and British au- 
thorities said Sunday that 
the green-colored certifi- 
cate of EU citizenship with a 
foreign national identifica- 
tion number issued by Spain 
is still valid for British citizens 
residing in Spain under the 
bilateral provisions that fol- 
lowed the U.K.’s withdrawal 
from the bloc on Dec. 31. 
But the travelers say British 
Airways and Iberia, which 
are part of the IAG group, 
have been refusing to let 
them board for the past 
Two days.

Iberia said in a statement 
late Sunday that a commuv- 
nication from Spain's bor- 
der police on Jan. 1 had 
created “some confusion” 
and that it was later clari- 
fied. British Airways didn’t 
immediately respond to re- 
quests for comment. 
Around 300,000 British citi- 
zens are registered as per- 
manent residents in Spain, 
although before  Brexit, 
many more had been liv- 
ing full or part-time in the 
country without officially 
registering. 

Patricia Moody, a 69-year- 
old retiree who has called 
the southern Spanish town 
of Zurgena home for nearly 


four years, was among a 
group of at least nine peo- 
ole unable to board a Ma- 
drid-bound BA/Iberia flight 
from London’s Heathrow 
Airport on Saturday. 
Moody said she and her 
husband, who she says 
needs fo see his doctor 
back in Spain, have spent 
1,900 pounds ($2,600) on 
getting tested for the virus, 
traveling to the airoort and 
booking new tickets after 
they were refused board- 
ing. Their second attempt 
was also futile. 

“Throughout all the months 
of negotiating Brexit, we 
were always assured that 
nothing would change for

us,’ she said. Referring to 
the airlines and authorities 
in both countries, she add- 
ed: “It's horrendous and 
we are suffering because 
of their incompetence.” 
Following the discovery of 
the coronavirus variant in 
the U.K., many European 
nations have banned alll 
travel from the British isles 
except for their own na- 
tionals and U.K. citizens with 
residency rights. 

Travelers to Pisa, Italy, and 
Berlin have also reported 
similar hurdles in board- 
ing planes operated by 
Ryanair and Lufthansa de- 
spite carrying documents 
that had been accepted 


by the Italian and German 
governments, respectively. 
Matt Bristow, a sookesman 
for the British in Germany 
association of residents in 
that country, said: “This ap- 
pears to be a case of U.K. 
airport staff not knowing 
what documents to adc- 
cept or applying the rules 
more stringently than the 
German border’ police 
would.” 

Spain has been rolling out a 
new system to register per- 
manent foreign residents 
called TIE but it’s suffering 
a backlog due to the high 
number of requests. Auv- 
thorities told AP that proof 
of application for the TIE 
and the “green certificate” 
for EU citizens were still valid 
to travel for British residents 
Under the new health re- 
strictions in place until Jan.

“This should not be happen- 
ing,” said the U.K. embassy 
in Soain said in a Facebook 
post. 

“The Spanish authorities 
have today re-confirmed 
that the green residency 
document will be accept- 
ed for travel to return to 
Spain, as stated in our trav- 
el advice.”

They said 
there were — indications 
that Netanyahu was per- 
sonally involved in 150 of 
those incidents. It said the 
requests included giving 
more time or prominence 
to positive articles about 


Netanyahu and his family, 
changing headlines and 
lowering or even removing 
Unfavorable stories. It also 
included alleged requests 
for negative coverage of 
Netanyahu’s rivals. 

The document listed all 
315 suspected incidents, 
which allegedly included

The violence was largely 
condemned across the 
country, with Prime Minister 
Imran Khan saying the per- 
petrators would be taken 
to task and the affected 
families would be cared 
for.

HELSINKI (AP) — Rescue 
teams searching for survi- 
vors four days after a land- 
slide carried away homes 
in a Norwegian village 
found no signs of life Satur- 
day amid the ruined build- 
ings and debris. 

Three bodies have been re- 
covered but searchers are 
still looking for seven more 
people believed to be 
missing. The landslide in the 
village of Ask is the worst in 
modern Norwegian history 
and has shocked citizens in 
the Nordic nation. 

Search teams patrolled 
with dogs as helicopters 
and drones with heat-de- 
tecting cameras flew amid 
harsh winter conditions 
over the ravaged hillside in 
Ask, a village of 5,000 peo- 
ple 25 kilometers (16 miles) 
northeast of Oslo. 
Norwegian police pledged 
not to scale down the 
search even though a res- 
cue team from neighbor- 
ing Sweden has already 
returned home. 

Local police chief Ida Mel- 
bo Oeystese said it may still 
be possible to find survivors 
in air pockets inside the de- 
stroyed buildings. 
“Medically, you can survive 
for several days if you have 
air,” she told reporters at a

news conference. 

By late Saturday, a second 
and third body had been 
found after a first one was 
discovered on Friday. Only 
a Dalmatian dog has been 
rescued alive from the ruins 
so far. 

King Harald V, Queen Sonja 
and Crown Prince Haakon 
plan to visit the disaster 
area on Sunday to pay 
their respects to the victims 
and to meet with residents 
and rescue workers. The 
83-year-old monarch said 


in his New Year's soeech 
that the royal family had 
been deeply moved by the 
tragedy. 

Norwegian police have 
published the names and 
birth years of the 10 people 
initially reported missing, in- 
cluding a 2-year-old child.

to hold the weight of res- 
cue equioment, including 
a heavy vehicle from the 
Norwegian military. 

Over 1,000 people have 
been evacuated, and of- 
ficials said Up to 1,500 peo- 
ple may be moved from 
the area amid fears of fur- 
ther landslides. 

The exact cause of the ac- 
cident is not yet known but 
the Gjerdrum municipal- 
ity, where Ask is located, Is 
known for having a lot of 
quick clay, a material that 
can change from solid to 
liquid form. Experts said the 
substance of the clay com- 
bined with excessive pre- 
cipitation and the damp 
weather typical for Norway 
at this time of year may 
have contributed to the 
landslide. 

Norwegian authorities in 
2005 warned people not to 
construct residential build- 
ings in the area, but houses 
were eventually built there 
later in the decade. 
Spokeswoman Toril Hofsha- 
gen from the Norwegian 
Water Resources and En- 
ergy Directorate called the 
landslide Unique in its de- 
struction. 

“Not since 1893 has there 
been a quick clay landslide 
of this dimension in Nor- 
way,’ Hofshagen told the 
media on Saturday.) 





Egypt, Ethiopia, Sudan resume talks over disputed dam 


CAIRO (AP) — Egypt, Ethio- 
pia and Sudan resumed 
their years-long negotia- 
tions Sunday over the con- 
troversial dam Ethiopia is 
building on the Blue Nile, 
officials said. 

The resumption came six 
weeks after Khartoum boy- 
cotted talks in November, 
urging the African Union 
to play a greater role in 
reaching a deal over the 
disouted Grand Ethiopia 
Renaissance Dam. 

The negotiations have cen- 
tered on the filling and op- 
eration of the giant dam. 
Key questions remain about 
how much water Ethiopia 
will release downstream if a 
multi-year drought occurs 
and how the three coun- 
tries will resolve any future 
disoutes. Ethiopia has re- 
jected binding arbitration 


at the final stage of the 
project. 

The foreign and irrigation 
ministers of the three Nile 
Valley countries met online 
Sunday, said Anmed Hafez, 
the sookesman of Egypt's 
Foreign Ministry. 

Sudan also confirmed the 
meeting. 

Ethiopia's Water and En- 
ergy Minister Seleshi Bekele 
said earlier the meeting 
was called by South Africa, 
the current head of the Af- 
rican Union, and that U.S. 
observers and AU experts 
would attend. 

Sudan's Irrigation = Minis- 
try said the three counties 
would hold separate talks 
with the AU experts and 
observers before a three- 
party meeting on Jan. 10. 
In November, Sudan did 
not attend a round of talks 


called by South Africa, ar- 
guing that the current ap- 
proach to reaching a ftri- 
partite agreement on the 
filling and operation of Ethi- 
opia’s dam had not yield- 
ed results. 

Sudanese Irrigation Minister 
Yasser Abbas said at the 
time that the AU should do 
more to “facilitate the ne- 
gotiation and bridge the 
gap between the three 
parties.”

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Cuts likely as Fiat Chrysler-PSA fie-up nears approval

MILAN (AP) — While run- 
ning Nissan's North Ameri- 
can operations from 2009 
to 2011, Carlos Tavares had 
Qa reputation for closely 
watching costs with little 
tolerance for vehicles or 
ventures that didn’t make 
money. 

Experts say that means Ta- 
vares, currently the head of 
PSA Group, Is likely to follow 
that blueprint when he be- 
comes leader of a merged 
PSA and Fiat Chrysler Auto- 
mobiles. The low-perform- 
ing Chrysler brand might 
get the axe as could slow- 
selling cars, SUVs or trucks 
that lack potential. 
Already the companies are 
talking about consolidat- 
ing vehicle platforms — the 
underpinnings and power- 
trains — to save billions in 
engineering and manufac- 
turing costs. 

That could mean job loss- 
es in lIftaly, Germany and 
Michigan as PSA Peugeot 
technology is integrated 
into North American and 
Italian vehicles. 

“You can't be cost efficient 
if you keep the entire scale 
of both companies,” said 
Karl Brauer, executive ana- 
lyst for the iSeeCars.com 
auto website. “We've seen 
this show before, and we're 
going to see it again where 
they economize these plat- 
forms across continents, 
across multiple markets.”

Shareholders of both com- 
panies are to meet Mon- 
day to vote on the merger 
to form the world’s fourth- 
largest automaker, to be 
called Stellantis.

Tavares, who for years has 
wanted to sell PSA vehi- 
cles in the U.S., won't take 
full control of the merged 
companies until the end of 
January at the earliest. 

He likely will target Europe 
for consolidation first, be- 
cause that’s where Fiat ve- 
hicles overlap extensively 
with PSA’s, said IHS Markit 
Principal Auto Analyst 


Stephanie Brinley. Europe 
has been a money-loser for 
FCA, and factories in Italy 
are operating way below 
capacity — a concern for 
Unions, given Fiat’s role as 
the largest private sector 
employer in the country. 
“We are at a crossroads,’’ 
said Michele De Palma of 
the FIOM CGIL metalwork- 
ers’ union. “Either there is a 
relaunch, or there is a slow 
agonizing closure of indus- 
try, in particular the auto 
industry, in Italy.” 

Italy’s hopes lie with the 
luxury Maserati and sporty 
Alfa Romeo brands, but 
De Palma said investments 
are needed to bring hybrid

capacity stands at 1.5 mil- 
lion vehicles, but only a few 
hundred thousand are be- 
ing produced each year.

Donald Trump issued on 
Nov. 12 barring investment 
IN publicly traded compa- 
nies that the U.S. govern- 
ment says are owned or 
controlled by the Chinese 
military.““China opposes the 
Americans from abusing 
national security by listing 
Chinese companies into 
the so-called ‘Communist 
China Military Companies’ 
list and will take the nec- 
essary Countermeasures To 
resolutely safeguard the le- 
gitimate rights and interests 
of Chinese companies,” a 
sookesperson for the Chi- 
nese Commerce.

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Nashville bombing spotlights vulnerable voice, data networks

The Christmas Day bomb- 
ing in downtown Nashville 
led to phone and data ser- 
vice outages and disrup- 
tions over hundreds of miles 
in the southern U.S., raising 
new concerns about the 
vulnerability of U.S. com- 
munications. 

The blast seriously dam- 
aged a key AT&T network 
facility, an important hub 
that provides local wireless, 
internet and video service 
and connects to regional 
networks. Backup genera- 
tors went down, which took 
service out hours after the 
blast. A fire broke out and 
forced an evacuation. The 
building flooded, with more 
than three feet of water lat- 
er ouUMped out of the base- 
ment; AT&T said there was 
stil water on the second 
floor as of Monday. 

The immediate repercus- 
sions were surprisingly wide- 
spread. AT&T Customers lost 
service — phones, internet 
or video — across large 
parts of Tennessee, Ken- 
tucky and Alabama. There 
were 911 centers in the 
region that couldn't take 
calls; others didn't receive 
crucial data associated 
with callers, such as their 
locations. The Nashville po- 
lice department's phones 
and internet failed. Stores 
went cash-only. 

At some hospitals, electron- 
ic medical records, internet 
service or phones stopped 
working. The Nashville air- 
port halted flights for about 
three hours on Christmas. 
Rival carrier T-Mobile also 
had service issues as far 
away as Aflanta, 250 miles 
away, because the com-

pany uses AT&T equipment 
for moving customer data 
from towers to the T-Mobile 
network. 

"People didn't even real- 
ize their dependencies 
until it failed," said Doug 
Schmidt, a Vanderbilt Uni- 
versity Computer science 
professor. "| don't think any- 
one recognized the crucial 
role that particular building 
played" in the region's tele- 
com infrastructure, he said. 
The explosion, which took 
place in the heart of the 
Nashville's historic down- 
town, killed the bomber, 
injured several people and 
damaged dozens of build- 
ings. Federal officials are in- 
vestigating the motive and 
haven't said whether the 
AT&T building was specifi- 
cally targeted. 

AT&T said 96% of its wire- 
less network was restored 
Sunday. As of Monday 
evening, AT&I said "“near- 
ly all services" were back 
Up. On Wednesday, if was 
"activating the last of the 
remaining wireline equip- 
ment.” 

AT&I said it sent temporary 
cell towers to help in af- 
fected areas and rerouted 
traffic to other facilities as it 
worked fo restore Dower To 
the Nashville building . But 
not all traffic can be rerout- 
ed, sookesperson Jim Greer 
said, and there was physi- 
cal equioment that had to 
be fixed in a building that 


was part of an active crime 
scene, which complicated 
AT&I workers’ ACCESS. 

"We are all too dependent 
on phone, cell phone, TV 
and internet to have out- 
ages for any reason," Rep. 
Jim Cooper, the Demo- 
crat who represents Nash- 
ville in Congress, said in 
an emailed = statement 
Wednesday. He said the 
U.S. “needs to harden our 
telecom facilities so we 
have greater redundancy 
and reliability’ and called 
for congressional hearings 
on reducing telecom vul- 
nerabilities. 

The impact on emergency 
services may have raised 
the most serious flags. At 
one point, roughly a hun- 
dred 911 centers had ser- 
vice problems in Tennes- 
see alone, said Brian Fon- 
tes, head of the National 
Emergency Number Asso- 
ciation. A 911 call center 
should still be operational 
even if there is damage 
tO G@ phone company's 
hub, said David Turetsky, 
a lecturer at the University 
at Albany and a former 
public safety official at the 
Federal Communications 
Commission. If multiple call 
centers were out of service 
for several days, "that is of 
concern," he said. 

Cooper and experts like 
Fontes also gave AT&!l 
credit for their work on re- 
instating services. ‘To be 
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able to get some services 
Up and running within 24 to 
48 hours of a catastrophic 
blast in this case is pretty 
amazing,’ Fontes said. 
Local authorities turned to 
social media on Christmas 
Day, posting on Facebook 
and Twitter that 911 was 
down and trying to reas- 
sure residents by offering 
other numbers to call. A 
Facebook page for Mor- 
gan County 911 in northern 
Alabama said Saturday 
that Alabama 911 centers 
were up and running but 
advised AT&I Customers 
with issues fo try calling via 
internet, and to go fo the 
local police or fire station 
for help if they couldn't get 
through. 

The Nashville police de- 
partment uses the FirstNet 
system built by AT&T, which 
the carrier boasts can pro- 
vide ‘fast, highly reliable 
interoperable §=communi- 
cations’ in emergencies 
and that is meant to pri- 
oritize first resoonders when 
networks are stressed. But 
problems emerged around 
midday Friday, said sookes- 
person Kristin Mumford. The 
department had to turn to 
a backup provider, Centu- 
ryLink, for its landlines and 
internet at headquarters 
and precincts and ob- 
tained loaner cellphones 
and mobile hotspots from 
Verizon. 

The transition to backups 


was ‘actually rather seam- 
less," Mumford said, al- 
though the public couldn't 
make calls to police pre- 
cincts. She said the AT&l 
service started coming 
back Sunday and as of 
Wednesday morning, over- 
all service with cellphones, 
internet and landlines was 
"about 90% up." 

The Parthenon, a museum 
replica of the Parthenon 
in Athens located about 
three miles from the ex- 
plosion, still didn't have a 
working phone four days 
after the blast. But its cred- 
it-card system came back 
online Tuesday, said John 
Holmes, an assistant direc- 
tor of Metro Parks, the mu- 
seum's owner. During the 
weekend, the museum was 
cash-only, although it let 
in people without cash for 
free. 

It's not as if the physical vul- 
nerability of Communica- 
tions networks Comes as a 
surorise. Natural disasters 
like hurricanes frequently 
wipe out service as the 
power goes out and wind, 
water or fire damage in- 
frastructure. Recovery can 
take days, weeks or even 
longer. Hurricane Maria left 
Puerto Rico in a near com- 
munications blackout with 
destroyed telephone poles, 
cell towers and power lines. 
Six months later there were 
still areas without service. 
Software bugs and equip- 
ment failures have also 
caused widespread prob- 
lems. A December 2018 
CenturyLink outage lasted 
for more than a day and 
disrupted 911 calls in over 
two dozen states and af- 
fected as many as 22 mil- 
lion people. That included 
blocked calls for Verizon 
customers and busy signals 
for Comcast customers, 
which both used Centu- 
ryLink's network. 

"Avoiding single points of 
failure is vital for any num- 
ber of reasons, whether 
it has to do with physical 
damage, human = error, 
hostile action or any of the 
above,’ Turetsky said. "We 
need our networks to be 
resilient regardless of earth- 
quake, tornado, terrorist, 
cyber attacker or other 
threat.)

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Calamity? Anomaly? 2020 was a box office year like no other

When the sun sets on the 
2020 film box office, it'll be 
difficult to look at the num- 
bers as anything but disas- 
trOuUS. 

After five consecutive 
years of North American 
revenues exceeding $11 
billion, this year they're ex- 
pected to cap out at an al- 
most 40-year low of around 
$2.3 billion. That'll be down 
80% from last year accord- 
ing to data firm Comscore. 
Globally, where markets 
have been able to recover 
more fully, ticket sales will 
likely End up somewhere 
between $11 and $12 bil- 
lion. Last year, that total hit 
$42.5 billion. But of Course, 
2020 Is a year with a big as- 
terisk. 

‘Its a year like no other," 
said Jim Orr, president of 
domestic theatrical distri- 
bution for Universal Pictures. 
"We've never seen this little 
business in this industry." 
Outside of January and 
February, it's impossible to 
judge the year's box office 
by pre-pandemic © stan- 
dards. Box office, in aggre- 
gate, Is fairly predictable 
in a normal year. But when 
the theaters shut down 
March 20, that “all went out 
the window," said Paul Der- 
garabedian, a senior me- 
dia analyst with Comscore. 
"The unpredictability be- 
came the constant." 

Most North American the- 
aters weren't open for six 
months straight through the 
summer season, which typi- 
cally accounts for around 
40% of the year's profits. 
For the past two years, the 
summer movie season has 
netted over $4.3 billion. This 
year it brought in $176.5 
million, much of that from 
drive-in theaters. 

"The drive-in became the 
hero of the summer,’ Der- 
garabedian said. 

When indoor theaters did 
start to reopen in late Au- 
gust and early September, 
it was at limited capacity 
and with limited product. 
Currently, about 35% of 
theaters are open in the 
U.S. and some of the big- 
gest markets, including 
New York and Los Angeles, 
remain closed. Although 
there have been a steady 


stream of new releases, the 
blockbuster tentpoles have 
been few and far between. 
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"Bad Boys for Life." 


Some went to streaming 
services, others became 
premium digital rentals, but 
most simply retreated into 
2021 and beyond. 

Perhaps there is no more 
telling fact than that 2020 
was the first time in over a 
decade without a Marvel 
movie. 

The Walt Disney Co.'s su- 
perhero factory has for 
the past two years topped 
the year-end charts with ° 
Avengers: Endgame ° and 
“Black Panther,” and has 
regularly had two or more 
films in the top 10. 
Unsurprisingly, the 2020 top 
10 is a little chaotic and 
comprised mostly of films 
from the first two months of 
the year. Sony's Will Smith 
sequel " Bad Boys for Life 
" has stayed in first place 
in North America since its 
January release with $206.3 
million. Globally it's in sec- 
ond place to the Chinese 
film "The Eight Hundred" — 
the first time that the top 
worldwide film originated 
outside of Hollywood. The 
only post-shutdown films to 
crack the top 10 are Chris- 
topher Nolan's " Tenet," in 
eighth place with $57.2 
million and the animated

family sequel " The Croods: 
A New Age," which was re-

has earned $30.8 million so 
far to put it in 10th place. 
And at least 15 films in the 
top 100 were retro releases, 
including "Hocus Pocus," 
"The Empire Strikes Back," 
and 'The Nightmare Before 
Christmas." 

"The silver lining for movie 
theaters is even though 
people had unlimited op- 
tions at home, peoole still 
sought out the movie the- 
ater," Dergarabedian said. 
"People have a desire to 
go outside the home and 
be entertained. That de- 
sire hasn't changed but the 
ability to do that was pro- 
foundly limited." 

It's even changed the way 
opening weekends, once 
a reliable indicator of a 
film's long-term prospects, 
are judged and it might re- 
main that way for a while. 
"The instant gratification 
that we used to be able to 
deliver on Sunday mornings 
after opening on a Friday? 
It's probably not going to 
happen again for quite 
some Time,” Orr said. 
Theaters have embraced 
enhanced safety protocols 
and experimented with dif- 
ferent ways to get people 
back into seats, includ- 


ing private theater rentals, 
but attendance through- 
out the fall and winter re- 
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mained limited. 

“People go to movie the- 
aters to escape. If you're 
going to a movie theater 
where you have to wear 
a mask and you have to 
sit apart and you have to 
be hyper conscious of your 
surroundings, that is not 
how the theatrical experi- 
ence Is supposed to work," 
said John Sloss, principal at 
the media advisory firm Ci- 
netic. 

"To judge this year aft all 
in terms of theater atten- 
dance, | think is doing a 
disservice overall to what's 
really going on." 
Moviegoing in 2020 is the 
story of an industry that em- 
ploys some 150,000 fighting 
to stay afloat until normal- 
cy returns, which everyone 
expects will happen even 
if it's not in the near future. 
Small movie theater own- 
ers will get a bit of a lifeline 
from the pandemic relief 
package. 

But effects on the busi- 
nesses have been stagger- 
ing and it may be a while 
before the full impact Is 
known, although there 
have been some historic 
develooments and com- 
oromises. 


Some innovations have 
been well-received, like 
Universal's landmark agree- 
ment with various exhibitors 
to shorten the theatrical 
window from 90 days to 
as little as 17 days in some 
Cases. 

Others, like Warner Bros.’ 
decision to release alll of its 
2021 films on HBO Max and 
in theaters simultaneously, 
have not. 

It's no secret that streaming 
services, whether subScrip- 
tion or on demand, filled 
a huge gap for film fans 
looking for new content. 
While at-home options will 
continue to compete with 
theaters for consumer eyes 
and dollars, few believe 
that they are a death-knell 
for theaters. By and large, 
studios are not looking to 
abandon the theatrical 
model, even if some priori- 
ties have shifted to stream- 
Ing. 

"| do think there's a bright 
light at the end of the tun- 
nel," Orr said. "As vaccina- 
tions continue fo roll out, | 
am 100% convinced that 
people will Come running 
back into theaters when It's 
possible in their area. The 
model is not going away." 
Disney CEO Bob Chapek 
noted at the company's re- 
cent investor day that they 
made $13 billion at the box 
office in 2019. 

"Thats not something to 
sneeze at,’ Chapek said. 
This past weekend, "“Won- 
der Woman. 1984," which 
was available to stream on 
HBO Max for free, also col- 
lected $16.7 million from 
2,100 North American the- 
aters. 

That number would have 
been a disaster before. 
For the pandemic? It's a 
record.L]

Vihova edges Liensberger in slalom in Croatia; Shiffrin 4th 


ZAGREB, Croatia (AP) — 
Shortly after winning the 
first women’s World Cup 
slalom of 2021 on Sunday, 
Petra Vihova kneeled with 
her face down, torn be- 
tween relief and disbelief. 
The Slovakian § skier’s win 
came five days after her 
four-year-long joint winning 
streak with Mikaela Shiffrin 
ended. 

In tough conditions due to 
fog and rain, the overall 
leader from Slovakia beat 
Katharina Liensberger of 
Austria by five-hundredths 
of a second. 

Shiffrin was 0.27 behind in 
fourth, forced to wait for 
her 100th career World 
Cup podium, a milestone 
reached by only four fe- 
male skiers in the 54-year 
history of the sport. 
Leading after the first run, 
Vinova thought she had 
squandered her chances 
In a rough final run with 
several mistakes on the de- 
teriorating Course. 

“During my run, | thought, 
‘OK, the race Is done.’ But 
| found something inside, 
| pushed more and more 
and more until the finish,” 
she said. 

“It’s amazing and a really 
emotional victory.” 

At a night race in Semmer- 
ing last Tuesday, Michelle 
Gisin became the first skier 
other than Vihova or Shiffrin 
to win a World Cup slalom 
in 29 races since January 
2017, when Frida Hansdot- 
ter triumphed in Flachau. 
Vihova and Gisin are 1-2 
in both the slalom and the 
overall standings. 

On Sunday, the Swiss skier 
was 0.22 behind in third as 
the top four from the first 
run remained unchanged. 
After Vihova and_ Shiffrin 
dominated women's §sla- 
lom racing in recent years, 
Liensberger and Gisin seem 
to have closed the gap. 
Gisin become the first Swiss 
slalom winner in 19 years 
with her victory in Semmer- 
ing, and Liensberger has 
been on the podium in alll 
four slaloms this season. 
“They are really fast,” VI- 
hova said. “We are really 
close, | have to ski always 
to my limit because they 
push me a lot.” 

In SUnday’s race, the gap 
between Shiffrin in fourth 


and Erin Mielzynski in fifth 
was a massive 1.13 sec- 
onds. If was the Canadi- 
an’s first top-five result since 
November 2015.

CLEVELAND (AP) — After 
nearly two decades of dys- 
function, bad draft picks 
and coaching and front- 
office changes, the NFL's 
longest playoff drought is 
over. 

The Cleveland Browns are 
back in the postseason, 
qualifying for the first time 
since 2002 on Sunday by 
surviving a late Pittsburgh 
rally for a 24-22 win over the 
Steelers, who rested quar- 
terback Ben Roethlisberger 
and several other starters. 
The Browns (11-5) nearly 
blew a 15-point lead in the 
fourth quarter, but stooped 
Pittsburgh's 2-point con- 
version attempt and then 
recovered an onside kick 
with 1:22 left to hold on. 

A week of COVID-19 dis- 
ruptions concluded in cel- 
ebration as the Browns 
ended what had been the 


NFL's longest postseason 
drought. 
Their reward: Another 


game against the AFC 
North champion Steelers, in 
Pittsburgh next weekend. 
"We're in the dance," said 
first-year coach Kevin Ste- 
fanski. "But we've got a lot 
of work to do." 

Nick Chubb had a touch- 
down run, Baker Mayfield 
threw a ID pass — and 
had several critical runs in 
the second half — and the 
Browns hung on as Mason 
RUudoloh brought back the 
Steelers (12-4), who had 
the luxury of sitting their 
best players after clinching 
the division last weeks 
Instead of Roethlisberger, 
who Is 23-2-1 in his career 
against the Browns, Steelers 
coach Mike Tomlin started 
Rudolph in the regular-sea- 
son finale.
